KATY MANNING is 23, blonde, 
five-feet-nothing, trendy, ener- 
getic and enthusiastic about al- 
most everything from BBC can- 
teen food to the part she’s 
been playing-Jo Grant, the 
Doctor’s sidekick in Dr Who - 
for a year now. 

She has a pretty, animated. 
sort of face and spends a for- 
tune on clothes. 

‘Tm always rushing in and 
out of Mr Freedom -he’s my 
favourite-and Granny Takes 
a Trip. But I don’t really feel 
happy unless I’m wearing crea- 
sed up jeans,’ she says. 

Katy Manning was looking 
extremely happy in black jeans, 
a green-and-black top, a yellow- 
and-red tartan duffel-jacket, 
yellow clogs. She wears her own 
clothes on screen most of the 
time - they suit Jo Grant, too. 
‘Not my Mr Freedom gear, 
though.

She loves being in Dr Who: 
‘The groovy thing about it is 
that it’s lunatic and completely 
nutty and quite different from 
anything else.’ Katy’s career to 
date has been different, too.

—egg, milk, cheese. I’ve done 
tea ads and ads for soap pow- 
der, for which I had to look 
like a suburban housewife.’ 

Then she played a teenybop- 
per in Softly, Softly, and her 
first major part was as a teen- 
age seductress in the Man at 
the Top series on ITV. ‘ And 
the very next day after that I 
became Jo Grant in Dr Who.’ 

She very nearly didn’t get 
the part because of her lack 
of inches: five feet looks very 
small beside Jon Pertwee’s 
very tall Dr Who.
